Our ACTION-PACKED Garden State Numismatic Associa¬ 
tion’s Eighth Annual Convention ended with a Canadian walk¬ 
ing off with the top exhibition prize and Stephen R. Taylor 
becoming our new president. 

The Best in Show Award went to Paul Johnson of Toronto; 
for his handsomely done five-case Silver Coinage of Queen 
Elizabeth II -- 1953 to 1968 exhibit.

The award was particularly timely in that many United States 
hobbyists, having neglected Canadian and British coins for 
years, are catching on to the fact that both countries offer an 
interesting range of contemporary pieces. 

Britain and Canada have long been honored numismatically, 
but it’s only been in recent times that collectors from the United 
States have turned to the contemporary scene. 

Many of us were particularly pleased to see Johnson honored 
with the Val Pasvolsky Best-In-Show Award. Johnson has done 
much to further numismatic relations between the United States 
and Canada as did the man for whom the award is named. An 
honored Ocean County collector, the late Pasvolsky, whose fam¬ 
ily was on hand to see the presentation, was very much into 
the lore of North American Indians, thus the top exhibit trophy 
is in the form of a high ceramic Indian. 

A member of the Toronto Coin Club, Johnson also is a 
member of the Canadian Numismatic Association. 

JOHNSON’S EXHIBIT was hard won, with only tenths of a point 
separating him from his nearest challengers as the judges check¬ 
ed off competition guidelines. 

Johnson’s five show cases also came as a refreshing new 
entry into the GSNA exhibition competition and so was that of 
Bob Ross, of Wilmington, Delaware. 

Entitled “Declaration Signing Vignettes,” his exhibit won the 
highly sought People’s Choice competition. 

The Ross exhibit, neatly and thoroughly done, also was a multi¬ 
case showing.

He formed the Peterborough 
Junior Coin Club in 1970 and was 
their first President; received the 
Award of Merit by Peterborough 
Coin Club in 1971; appointed by 
CNA President Norm Williams as 
the Young Numismatic represen¬ 
tative; received the Outstanding 
Young Numismatist award by the 
A.N.A. in 1972 at the convention in 
New Orleans; helped organize the 
Canadian Young Numismatists 
Assn, in 1973 and became their first 
Vice President.

Essentially, the exhibit consisted of portrait vignettes on the 
signing of the Declaration of Independence as they appeared 
on obsolete bank notes. The vignettes, in one form or another, 
were based on John Trumbull’s painting, a fanciful recreation 
of the original Philadelphia scene. 

Items born from the Bicentennial fervor of 1976 added to the 
Ross effort, which one can only feel will win more prizes in the 
days ahead. 

Referring to the 35 exhibits spread out over 75 cases, James 
K. Brandt, ending his term as GSNA president, said he was very 
pleased with the many new exhibits and their professional quality. 
FIRST PLACE winners were: 

Dennis Tilghman, of New Egypt, Plumsted Township -U.S. 
coins; Thomas H. Sebring, Berywyn, Pa. -foreign coins; William 
H. Horton Jr., Franklin Township -paper money; Alan R. 
Weinberg -medals; and Edward Coppinger, Roslindale, Mass, 
-for an exhibit on “How to Detect U.S. Counterfiet Paper Money. 

In the junior division: Richard Litchfield, of Brocton, Mass, won 
first place for his attractive and informative entry, “The Jeffer¬ 
son Nickel.” 

The annual photography contest, coordinated by Joe Clay of 
Middletown Township, ended with Dennis Tilghman winning the 
black and white division and Alan Korwin, of New Rochelle, N.Y 
-color and Larry Gentile Sr., also of New Rochelle -Best In Show. 

The Saturday afternoon educational forum, always a popular 
convention feature, again drew a packed house thanks to very 
informative talks by Q. David Bowers, of Bowers and Merena 
Galleries, and Dr. Dexter Seymour. 

Drawing on his research on the Virgil Brand Collectoin, 
Bowers said that contrary to the general press image of Brand 
as a recluse and a miser, Brand was really quite outgoing and 
philanthropic until a rare form of skin disease which was to lead 
to his death began to take hold. 

Seymour, in discussing “Pioneer Gold” and such almost 
legendary characters as Bechler, Sutter and Young, answered 
a lot of questions that many of us have had about the days bet¬ 
ween the minting of private gold and the taking over of that enter¬ 
prise by the Federal Government. 

SPECIAL HONORS are a part of every convention scene and 
this year’s was no exception. 

Nancy Black, a Young Numismatist from Brick Township and 
daughter of Archie A. Black, president of the Ocean County Coin 
Club and a long time GSNA leader, was honored with a plaque 
for her convention medal design, William Dewey, of Manchester 
Township, was given an honorary life membership in the New 
Jersey Exonumia Society, for his research and articles on tokens 
and medals. 

On the lighter side, R.K. Burke, of Lakewood, a collector and 
dealer, had a surprise in store for him when he dropped in at 
the NJES annual meeting, held as part of the GSNA gathering. 
NJES had just elected a new slate of officers, but there were 
no volunteers for the top spot. Someone nominated Burke, he 
accepted, and is now NJES president. 

Attendance at this year’s Cherry Hill convention, hosted by 
the Ocean County Coin Club, was strong and most dealers we 
spoke to were pleased. 

Kurt R. Krueger, of lola, Wis., head of the major coin house 
bearing his name and the man in charge of the convention’s 
three-day auction, said the good news this year is the return 
of collectors to the buying market following a soft 1982. 


The upsurge in activity was reflected in the fact that there were 
600 mail and 200 floor bids on a wide range of auctioned coins. 

An 1823/2 quarter, in extremely fine condition, went for 
$15,500, which Krueger said was a good price for the current 
market. 

Krueger said the market was benefiting from a more stable 
economy, a lowering of inflation and a freeing up of money. 

On another note: Larry Gentile’s Young Numismatists play 
money auction gains with each passing year, attracting some 
100 youngsters to this year’s event. 

Newly installed GSNA officers are Stephen R.Taylor, of Dover, 
Delaware -President; Black -First Vice President; Jerry Zara, 
Brick Township -Second Vice President; Judy Kessler, Millville 
-Treasurer; and Tilghman -Corresponding Secretary. 

The board later appointed Jack Beebe, Millville, outgoing Sec¬ 
ond Vice President, Secretary. He succeeds Ed Smith, of Ken- 
vil and Tilghman replaces Paul Pfeil, of Ogdensburg, as Cor¬ 
responding Secretary. 

NJNJ thanks Pfeil and Smith for their help in the past, and 
wishes them well.

GSNA Auction Delights Collectors

“Fantastic prices” for several New 
Jersey Colonial cents were a major 
highlight of the Garden State 
Numismatic Association Convention 
auction at Cherry Hill, N.J. June 23-25 

The sale realized more than $450,000 
for 3,218 lots, according to Kurt R. 
Krueger of lola, Wis., who conducted 
the sale. 

“We had many, many more collectors 
in this sale than the one here a year ago 
when the market was so undefined that 
people were afraid to buy,” Krueger 
said. “Many came or submitted mail 
bids for their specific interests, and 
prices were basically good throughout.” 

The run of two dozen New Jrsey 
cents came in the early part of the first 
session with the room well filled with 
floor bidders, as it remained throughout 
the three days of selling. 

Although perhaps three million of the 
New Jersey cents were minted, they are 
scarce in the higher grades. Top price 
went to a VF 1787 specimen (M-13U) 
at $1,300, and a second from the same 
year graded EF (M-62-Q) brought 
$ 1 , 000 . 

Both were taken by mail bids and, 
said Krueger, “had a long way to go in 
the book” if any of the four bidders had 
offered additional raises. 

Greatest general interest centered on 
the extremely rare 1823/2 quarter, of 
which less than 20 are known in all 
grades. The specimen offered at Cherry 
Hill is the finest known business strike 
and the Browning plate coin. 

It brought $15,500 from a mail bidder, 
identified only as a Midwestern collec¬ 
tor, after two raises on the floor from an 
opening at $14,500. 

Some 60 lots of U.S. and territorial 
gold pieces also did well with top honors 
going to an AU-50 1799 eagle. It open¬ 
ed at $5,250 and was rapidly hammered 
down to the floor at $6,200. 

Anotherr $10 piece, Clark Gruber and 
Co., Denver, Jefferson Territory, 1861, 
graded AU-50, was driven up rapidly 
from its opening at$2,100 to sell for 
$3,200. 

The more desirable pieces in a run of 
almost 100 lots of commemorative silver 
produced some of the most brisk action 
in the sale. 

The first of three isabells quarters that 
led off the section — all described as 
choice MS-65 — opened at $330 and 


was driven up to $875 on the floor. The 
second opened at $300 but rose to 
$1,600; the third, opening at $750, sold 
for $1,650. 

A 1921 Missouri 2x4, MS-63, started 
at $373. A 1938 New Rochelle, describ¬ 
ed as one of 50 specially struck presen¬ 
tation specimens and graded MS-63, 
opened at $500 and went into the mail 
at $1,000. 

A 1935 Spanish Trail, MS-65, sold to 
a floor bidder at$850; a 1937-PDS 
Texas set, MS-65, reached $500; and 
a 1975 Fort Vancouver, also MS-65, 
$775. 

An unusual offering of bust half 
dollars, which Krueger called a 
“specialized collector’s dream,” a run 
of about 400 lots representing almost as 
many of the Overton varieties, and in 
grades from good to AU-55, showed a 
good cross section of the current market 
and brought prices “about as an¬ 
ticipated,” Krueger said. 

Several dealers competed for a large 
proportion of the offering, paying as lit¬ 
tle as $25 or $30 for pieces traded fine 
or lower with the AU specimens general¬ 
ly moving in a range up to$200. 

But an 1824 specimen, 0-111, E-1, 
opened at $150 and went to $290. 

Early, Seated and Trade dollars were 
also well received, starting with three 
specimens from 1796, large eagle. Two 
graded VF-20 brought $440 and $430 
respectively, and one VF-30 $650, all to 
the mail. 

An 1866 Seated proof-65 went at 
$1,600. An 1868 MS-65 went at $1,550; 
an 1868 proof-65 at $2,800; and an 
1869 proof-63 at $1,350. 

An 1875 Trade dollar described as 
gem proof-67 led a parade of 19 
specimens offered when it sold for 
$4,500 to a mail bidder, and three other 
Trade dollar proofs each brought $1,550 
from the floor, all graded MS-65. The 
low end of the scale was registerd by 
a VG 1878-S at $55 and a VF-20 of the 
same date at$60. 

A run of some 600 Morgan dollars at 
the end of the second session were ac¬ 
tively bid, bringing, according to 
Krueger’s evaluation, current market 
prices that were “nothing spectacular 
but no giveaways.” 

However, two proofs marched smarl- 
ty into four digits, An 1880 proof-65, one 
of 1,355 struck that year, opened at 
$1,200 and was sold at $2,3000. A 
proof-63/65 1891 was taken by the 


opening mail bid of $2,250. 

Identical prices reached by two 
Barber proof dimes, both classed 
MS-67, one brilliant with frosted devices 
from 1899, the other toned in a spec¬ 
trum of color, suggests that both kinds 
are equally attractive to collectors. Both 
went to the floor at $2,100 after open¬ 
ing at about half the final figure. 

A specimen of the 1792 half dime, 
VF-20, the first product of the U.S. Mint 
intended for circulation, opened at 
$4,500 and went to the floor after a 
single $100 raise. An MS-63 half dime 
of 1861 went to the floor at $650. 

Two proof-63 Shield nickels from 1883 
sold for $725 and $500 respectively; the 
first opened at only $40. A 1918/17-D Buf¬ 
falo nickel graded EF-40 went from 
$1,000 to $1,900 on the floor. 

Three 1916-D Mercury dimes grading 
AG-3 to G-4 brought $125, $180 and 
$240 respectively. An 1875-CC 20-cent 
piece, AU-50, went from an opener of 
$265 to $900 before being hammered 
down. 

Proofs and high-quality uncirculated 
specimens were bid heavily in all 
denominations. Proof quarters from 
1859,1876 and 1877-CC were all taken 
on the floor at prices from $900 to 
$1,075. 

Seated Liberty half dollars were top¬ 
ped by an 1875-S MS—65 $2,300; pro¬ 
ofs from 1876 and 1887 each went for 
$850. An MS-63 50-cent Barber was 
quickly run up from $600 to $1,050. 

The top bid for an MS-65 common 
date Walking Liberty half dollar was 
$350. 

Final returns were in the high range 
of presale estimates, Krueger said 
following the sale. Average price per lot 
was just over $140.

No-mark dimes 

For the first time, 1982 no-mint-mark 
dimes have been sold at a major public 
numismatic auction and established a 
price level of $275 in MS-63. 

The two specimens were hammered 
down by Kurt Krueger in the Garden 
State Mumismatic Association conven¬ 
tion auction at Cherry Hill, N.J., June 23. 
A substantial number of dealers and cot- 
lectors were present on the floor, which 
suggests the most reliable guide to 
pricing levels to date.

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BOOK REVIEW 


Early Manchester and William Tor- 
rey, by William S. Dewey, is a recent 
contribution to Ocean County his¬ 
tory. Although modest in size, it in¬ 
cludes impressive primary source 
research, such as historic maps and 
photographs newspaper adver¬ 
tisements and railroad timetables. 

As a work of scholarship, the 
book is admirably done. The text is 
accompanied by explicit references 
reflecting more than thirty separate 
sources; there are also locations of 
source material and informants. The 
book is sensibly organized, and the 
research and writing are careful. 
Wherever doubt exists, it is qualified 
and possible resolutions are dis¬ 
cussed. This is a low-key approach, 
compared to some other local 
histories, but it is of great value for

serious students. Fact and opinion 
are always clearly distinguished. 

The figure of William Torrey 
stands strongly against a general 
economic background. Possessed 
of many interests, Torrey was pri¬ 
marily a real estate promoter and 
developer, maintaining life-long ties 
to New York City while pioneering 
the New Jersey Pinelands. His first, 
almost incidental introduction to 
the area is recounted by Dewey who 


carefully traces the empire that Tor¬ 
rey built in Manchester. 

Torrey Family contributions to the 
area have been considerable. The 
manufacture of charcoal and brick, 
the building of a local railroad and 
the construction of speculative 
housing were only a few such in¬ 
stances. The family name appeared 
on paper currency and helped to 
establish local Presbyterian church¬ 
es. Meanwhile, cosmopolitan con¬ 
nections aided the creation of a 
statewide railroad, (the Delaware 
and Raritan Bay). There were impor¬ 
tant, intimate connections with the 
development of Lakewood and 
Toms River, as well.

CENT VARIETIES — RED BOOK 


Many new varieties of 1982 U.S. 
coins have resulted in numerous 
changes in every section of the 37th edi¬ 
tion of A Guide Book of United States 
Coins by R.S. Yoeman, according to 
Western Publishing Company. 

“There has never been another year 
like 1982 for providing collectible 
varieties,” remarked Ken Bressett, who 
has edited the “Red Book” for the past 
20 years. 

In cents alone there are no less than 
seven collectible pieces, caused by 
modifications in the dies and the 
changeover from copper to zinc as a 
coinage metal. 

Nickels also underwent a face lift to 
improve die image. This fact has been 
recorded in the book’s text but is not yet 
distinguished by separate listings, 
because changes in the nickel dies 
were less apparent and have not 
generated clear-cut attention from col¬ 
lectors, according to Western. 

One of the most unusual of all the 
1982 varieties is the dime without a mint 
mark. While the settled value of this 
piece has not been determined by the 
marketplace, the 1984 Red Book has 
afixed a value of $100 for the coin in un¬ 
circulated condition. 

The 1982 half dollar without 
designer’s initials was not listed in the 
new edition because study has shown 
the initials were simply polished off the 
dies rather than omitted in error as was 
the case of the mint mark for the dime. 


Government delays in selecting 
designs for the Olympic com- 
memoratives precluded their listing in 
the 1984 Red Book, but the George 
Washington commemorative half dollar 
was listed as yet another 1982 issue. 

Price listings in the new edition reflect 
the fact that values have stabilized. In¬ 
formation from a select group of 
panelists was augmented by auction 
records of every major sale during the 
past year, numerous dealer price lists, 
advertisments and price guides from all 
major publications. 

In a few cases, adjustments made in 
last year’s Red Book were so extensive 
that little change was required for this 
year. This was true of Colonial and ter¬ 
ritorial issues. 

Proof sets, which have shown major 
up and down swings in recent years, 
were also more stable this time. Issues 
from 1936 to 1942 were up a little while 
some recent issues were down slightly. 

Commemorative coin issues were 
rather erratic, About uncirculated col¬ 
umns show many increases, sometimes 
double last year’s values, while MS-65 
prices have been cut by a much as 50 
percent to bring them in line wiht cur¬ 
rent price levels. 

U.S. copper coins saw minor ad¬ 
justments throughout the series. Half 
cents in MS-60 were lower, and the 
proof column was changed from 65 to 
63 price the more prevalent grade. 

A similar trend is seen in early large 


cents, and many scarce dates in the Fly¬ 
ing Eagle and Indian Head series ad¬ 
vanced in low grades and dropped in 
unciruclated. Prices for Lincoln cents 
were up, especially those in uncirculated 
condition. 

A slight downward movement was 
seen for most other minor coins. An ex¬ 
ception is the Buffalo nickel where ex¬ 
tremely fine and uncirculated pieces 
were up, and the 1921-S made a signifi¬ 
cant jump. In this series the MS-60 col¬ 
umn has been replaced by the more 
popular MS-63. 

U.S. gold coins received special at¬ 
tention for 1984, with new values being 
set as result of the U.S. Gold Collection 
sale, which featured many pieces not 
seen in recent years. 

The annual editorial feature in the 
1984 Red Book covers an unusual topic: 
“The Red Book Story.” This humorous 
and informative history will be welcom¬ 
ed by those who collect past editions. 

The 37th edition of A Guide Book of 
United States Coins, Stock No. 9051, is 
priced at $5.95 and is available through 
most coin, hobby and book stores. It 
may also be ordered from Western 
Publishing Company Inc., Dept. M, Box 
700, Racine, Wis.

Harry J. Forman 
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Bowers Tells Of Virgil Brand

Virgil Brand, legendary Chicago col¬ 
lector who died in 1926, can be called 
the greatest coin collector who ever liv¬ 
ed and the most fascinating personality 
among them all, Q. David Bowers, 
unopposed candidate for the American 
Numismatic Association presidency, told 
the educational forum of the eighth an¬ 
nual Garden State Numismatic Associa¬ 
tion convention in Cherry Hill, N.J. 

Based on months of research for a 
book on Brand’s life to be published in 
connection with the upcoming sale of 
the Virgil Brand collection by Bowers 
and Merena Galleries, Bowers said 
most of the many things he had heard 
about Brand over the years turned out 
to be untrue. 

Reports about Brand portrayed him 
as an accumulator rather than a collec¬ 
tor, a rich man who bought everything 
without discrimination, an eccentric, a 
man who didn’t like to communicate 
with people, and a miser who died from 
ptomaine poisoning from a 15-cent 
lunch. 

“All this was wrong”, Bowers asid. 
“What emerged was a man of great 
numismatic talent.” 

Fortunately Brand kept a meticulous 
set of ledgers, which, together with 
thousands of preserved letters and other 
research sources, have provided an ac¬ 
curate picture of a man who was a spec¬ 
tacular buyer, to be sure, but who also 
had great qualities of intellect, generosi¬ 
ty, perception and breadth of interests. 

When Brand died, there were 
350,000 entries for coins in his ledgers. 
“But this was well shy of the actuality,” 
Bowers recounted, “such as beer bar¬ 
rels full of Civil War tokens”. 

Brand is estimated to have spent $3 
million to $4 million on coins at a time 
when many of the silver and gold pieces 
were acquired at face value and proofs 
at a premium of a few cents. 

Among the fascinating details of his 
many purchases, Bowers-reported that 
Brand bought branch mint coins “by the 
fives, tens and twenties,” quartereagle 
gold in quantities, Philadelphia gold pro¬ 
ofs in quantities, and 1,100 hand-picked 
Lafayette dollars of the approximately 
35,000 minted. 

“He was painted as a hoarder, which 
he was, but he was also on intellectual,” 
Bowers said. “He had thousands of 
books, all having to do with coins and 


their backgound, and all of which he had 
read.” 

In adjudging him the greatest coin 
collector of all time, Bowers said, among 
other things, that the late King Farouk 
of Egypt, a noted amasser of coins, 
didn’t have as many as Brand, “and if 
he had a library, he didn’t use it.” 

The forum’s second speaker, Dr. 
Dexter Seymour, a research chemist, 
described the erratic history of territorial 
gold coinage in the mid-19th century, 
which he preferred to call “pioneer 
gold” as the “necessity money in fron¬ 
tier areas.” 

His account began with the pieces of 
Templeton Reid and the Bechtlers, with 
Georgia and North Carolina gold in 1830 
and 1831, and ended with the last Pikes 
Peak Colorado gold coins of 1861. In 
1864 Congress permanently outlawed 
private coinage. 

The Garden State convention again 
showed itself as one of the most popular 


and active state numismatic meetings 
on the East Coast. 

Stephen R. Taylor, general chairman 
and newly elected GSNA president, said 
he considered it the best convention to 
date with solid attendance, particularly 
the first two days, a full program for 40 
young numismatists, 35 exhibitors, and 
a standing-room-only educational forum. 

No attendance figures were available, 
but the crowds appeared to be close to 
the number of 1,800 estimated a year 
ago. Partial failure of the airconditioning 
system and a total lack of parking 
spaces during part of Saturday because 
of a competing acitvity in the hotel may 
have depressed attendance slightly. 

Redesign of the bourse floor permit¬ 
ted a record number of 133 bourse 
tables, up from 122 last year. Dealers 
reported average to good returns, with 
a few saying “somewhat slow” and two 
reporting “an excellent show.”

titled “Juniors — Future 
Directions?” The Commitee re¬ 
ceived presentations from represen¬ 
tatives of national and regional 
Numismatic organizations, dealers’ 
groups, the press and Young Numis¬ 
matist organizations. 

Over the next year a number of 
task forces will be working on the 
specifics of various themes relating 
to the Round Table Discussion, 
such as the implementation of a na¬ 
tional school presentation, the crea¬ 
tion of a mentor/school program 
with local clubs and a national coin 
award project. 

The Committee has promoted other 
columns. 

It also appeared to the Committee 
that our Y.N. Awards favoured in¬ 
dividuals who were active on a na¬ 
tional scale and could attend the na¬ 
tional conventions. So we initiated 
the C.N.A. Y.N. Awards of Merit for 
excellence on a local level and pre¬ 
sented the winners with a member¬ 
ship in the C.N.A. 

This had a two-fold purpose. First¬ 
ly, to create a Y.N. award for C.N.A 


clubs to give their Y.N. membership 
something to strive for by contrib¬ 
uting to the club’s operation through 
their own personal accomplish¬ 
ments. Secondly, to enroll these ac¬ 
tive collectors who had reached 
high acclaim regionally in our pro¬ 
gram, thus giving the C.N.A a base 
for future numismatic leadership. 

These are just a few of the new 
and progressive concepts that the 
C.N.A. Y.N. Committee is involved 
in.
